Fifty persons were waiting 
in 
the 
court room. 
Orpet, who 
had 
been 
taken back to his cell, was brought in 
and took a seat beside his mother. 
He was silent after the verdict was 
read and was barely able to return 
the handclasps of his attorneys. 
He 
accepted the hand of a reporter, hut 
murmured, “Please don’t.” 
Then he 
shook hands with the jury, smiling at 
each, but saying nothing. 
The family 
expected to return home tonight. 
The case of Marian Lambert and 
William H. Orpet in the course of it- 
development became one of the most 
perplexing in the annals of e n m in- 
history. 
Motive 
paralleled 
n.ct ive, 
action paralleled action, opportunity 
paralleled opportunity until the marks 
of murder and of suicide became sub­ 
stantially as one. 
In the end the guilt or innocence of 
the defendant, so far as the adduction 
of actual fact was concerned, wren! to 
the jury on the mystifying niceties of 
chemical analysis and 
Orpet’s 
own 
compromising conduct.

Trial of the ease, including selection 
of a jury, occupied the better part of 
tw’o months.

in greenhouses,

school girl and the college student, a 
copy of the Wisconsin statute dealing 
with the sale of poisons, and a bottle 
of molasses and water.

men, an undertaker, school teachers,

Marcel Prevost, another Academi­ 
cian, also sees coming “a great falling

ion of the household to put it in ac­ 
old with new conditions.

“Ground limestone will be used as 
commonly as barnyard 
manure 
by 
many Missouri farmers ot the coming 
generation,” says M. F. Miller, of the 
agricultural 
experiment 
station 
of 
the University of Missouri at Colum­ 
bia. 
The results of the experiments 
on 
the 
university 
soil 
experiment 
fields, according to Mr. Miller, give 
reason for this statement. 
On some 
of Hie fields absolute clover failures 
have been changed 
to 
clover 
suc­ 
cesses by the application of two tons 
of ground limestone. 
This does not i 
mean that lack of lime is the cause 
of all clover failures. 
A soil depicted 
in its supply of humus, with a conse­ 
quent deficiency of 
available 
plant 
food, the removal of the best surface 
soil by washing on some of the rolling 
lands and the lack of an adequate 
drainage on so m e lands are just as 
certain to cause clover failure. 
Very 
often two or three of these conditions 
exist. 
Where a soil has been reason­ 
ably well cared for, when it is well 
drained and still grows clover poorly, 
lack of lime may be the single cause. 
Very oftqp a lack of humus and a lack 
of lime are jointly 
responsible 
for 
clover failures. 
Both must be added 
if clover is to l>e entirely satisfactory. 


Where lime is badly needed, however. 
it 
must 
be 
supplied before clover 
stands are sure. 
The farmers of Missouri should in­ 
form themselves regarding the mat­ 
ter of using lime and the need of their 
soils for it. 
We must grow clover. 
Our soils must be in the right condi­ 
tion to do it. 
Lime is not a cure-all 
for every soil trouble, however; on 
many soils the use of lime is neces- 
saiy.

The navy is also unable to buy dye- 
-tuirs, and strangely enough this sit- J 
nation works a good deal of annov- 
«nce to the navy authorities. It seems 
hat the test for color perception in 
•he na\i* forms an important feature 
)i the examination for admission into 
ais branch of the service. 
The color 
.est is made by using carefully and 
scientifically selected worsteds. Since 
ast fall the ‘navy lifts been unable to 
juy any of these worsteds, although it 
las raked the whole English market. 
There are, of course, a number of

sour milk or beef

2 2 per cent, and of the no meat or 
milk pen, 34 per cent.

ained 7:49 pounds; and the no meat | 
or milk lien gained 2.86 pounds. The I 
food consumption, likewise

of chick food and 19.4 pounds of mash \ 
for the sour milk pen;

“The experiment shows conclusive­ 
ly,” says Mr. Kempster, “that no one 
ran afford to feed chickens unless he 
feeds either sour milk or beef scraps.”

That Raspberry and Blackberry Be 
Six Feet Apart.

The New 
Jersey station 
recom­ 
mends that raspberry and blackberry 
plants be set about three feet apart 
in the row. 
Six feet is the minimum 
distance between rows, and Black­ 
cap raspberries arid blackberries w-ill 
often do better if the row’s are seven 
feet apart. 
Such strong growing va­ 
rieties of blackberries as the Ewing 
Wonder or Black Diamond are easily 
cultivated and handled w-hen set at a 
minimum of four feet a*)art in the row". 
Dewberries are usually set with the 
rows six feet apart. 
Currants and 
gooseberries are set four feet apart 
in the rcv*v, with six feet between 
rows. 
Early planting of bush fruits is very 
important. 
If the buds and shoots 
are broken off after starting, the sec­ 
ond lot does not develop immediately 
and the plants therefore do not get a 
good start. 
The Blackcap raspberry 
requires more care in planting than 
the red raspberry or blackberry, be­ 
cause its roots are developed in a 
cluster, similar to those of the straw­ 
berry. 
All plants bearing rot gall, 
a most destructive disease, are thrown 
out.

CLEAN THE PATHS OF WEEDS 


Mixture of Arsenic ancf Water Applied 
in Ordinary Sprinkler Will 
Save Much L^bor. 


In summer when weeds and grasses 
grow rapidly in the paths in flower 
and v e g e t a b l e b e d s, and one does not 
care to be continually digging; up the 
paths, or causing the earth to be 
looaa by pulling the weeds, the paths 
may be kept pretty f r e e from w e e d s 
and grass by a p p l y i n g 1 the following sc­ 
ullion with an ordinicry sprinkler: 
Take five ounces of powdered ar­ 
senic, and one gallon of water, and 
boil the arsenic and water together, 
stirring constantly as the mixture 
boils for several minutes. When thor­ 
oughly rowed by this process, add two 
gallons of cold water, and a half pound 
of soda. 
The paths should be dry when this 
is applied. One-half the quantity can 
be used if there is not much space to 
be freed from weeds. 
This will save hours of very irk­ 
some toil in hot weather when vege­ 
tation is apt to grow very rank and

08JEC J 0!- THINNING FRUIT 


Attention Is Called to Much Neglect­ 
ed Important Duty— Inclose Grapes 
in Paper Sacks. 


Thinning is so much neglected, and 
yet so important, that it is well to 
call attention to it. 
If one has any doubts upon this 
m atter, let him take two trees of the 
same variety of peach or pear, and 
from one remove half or three-fourths 
of the fruit, and upon the other let 
all the fruit grow. 
When the fruit is 
ripe, m arket the crop of each tree, 
keeping a correct account of all the 
expenses, and see which tree has paid 
the most. 
One bushel of choice fruit, carefully 
packed in clean half-bushel baskets, 
will frequently sell for more than two 
o r , even three bushels of ordinary 
fruit of tho same kind. Bears, peaches 
apples and grapes grown for the best 
markets should be thinned w’hen fruit 
is one-third grown, the trees properly 
sprayed in season and the trees kept 
cultivated or mulched. 
For exhibition, remove fully half the 
fruit from the trees, water freely in 
dry weather. 
Grapes should be in 
closed in paper sacks.

Small Fruits Are Unmarketable When 
Overripe— Gather When of Full 
Color and Flavor.

California Like Island. 
California, covering almost ten de­ 
grees of latitude, lies well within the 
warm temperate zone, with conditions 
of temperature conducive to a luxuri­ 
ant vegetation. 
The state is peculiar­ 
ly isolated, as tho high mountains and i 
deserts to the east offer an impassable * 
barrier to plants from the Atlantic \ 
side of the continent, while to the j 
south are the deserts of Mexico and j 
Lower California, and on the w’est j 
lie the shores of the Pacific. 
The 
state thus has many of the character­ 
istics of an oceanic island. 


I nlike some of the tree fruits, ber­ 
ries must not be picked when under 
ripe. 
They are unmarketable when 
overripe. 
Pick when of full color and 
flavor, yet firm. 
If gathering of the fruit takes place 
so that the vines are relieved of their 
ripe fruit in the cool of the day, leav­ 
ing the plants nothing to do but to rip­ 
en their remaining fruit when warmth 
and sunshine will hasten the process, 
the full crop will be sooner brought 
to maturity. 
Tho berries are bettei 
for being gathered in the cool of the 
day, but w’hen, as is often the case, 
they must be gathered when warm 
from the sun, they should be taken as 
soon as possible to a cool, breezy shad­ 
ed place. 
The packing shed should 
be ample enough to shelter all crates 
of berries until ready for shipment 
A breeze is helpful when the fruit is 
dew'y but a hot, dry wind wrill mal 
the freshness of the fruit. 


Feudalism In the Home.

Application of W hite Lead and Lin­ 
seed Oil W ill Keep Female From 
Laying Eggs. 


Apple trees may be protected from 
the flat-headed borer by painting the 
trunks with a heavy application of 
paint that will remain unbroken for 
tw’O or three months and keep the 
female from laying her eggs. 
Pure 
white 
lead 
and 
raw 
linseed 
oil, 
mixed rather thick, will not injure the 
trees, when applied to young, smooth 
bark, and form a protective coat dur­ 
ing the egg-laying season. 
Before painting, however, the earth 
should bo removed from the base of 
the tree for a depth of from three to 
four inches. The surface of the trunk 
thus exposed should be first scraped 
and painted and the earth then re­ 
placed. 
This is necessary, for the 
beetle occasionally lays her eggs un­ 
der instead of above bround.

6 o'clock Friday evening a t the rear 
of a place of business on E ast Main 
street. 
He was held to the crim inal 
court and in default of $1,000 bond 
was com m itted to jail. 
Sutton states he m et up with three- 
w hite men and th a t after having a few 
drinks one of th e m en, a cripple giv­ 
ing the nam e of George Clark, called 
him to the rear of the place. 
Follow­ 
ing his refusal to give them money to 
buy “eats,” he states Dubois stabbed 
him, inflicting a severe and painful in­ 
jury.

Paris, July IS.—The latest types of 
traction and motor farm implements 
experimented 
with 
at Gournay sur 
Marne, under the direction of a repre­ 
sentative of the Academy of Agricul­ 
ture reduced the cost of plowing land 
more than 25 per cent in comparison 
with the best previous records. 
Two and a hall acres were plowed 
in light soil with an outlay of ten gal­ 
lons of gasoline in four hours; be­ 
tween thirteen and 
fourteen 
gallons 
were required for the same work with 
the most efficient machines tested last 
fall. 
In heavy soil the difference in 
favor of the 
new 
implements 
was 
ibout the same. 
The w’ear of the machines tried was 
considerable on account of difficulties 
of lubrication in flying dust, but the 
results were so favorable in compari­ 
son with animal power that the ver­ 
dict of the academy of agriculture is 
favorable to motor implements and a 
general extension of their use is rec­ 
ommended.

The greatest difficulty encountered 
Is the scarcity of men to operate them, 
he rural population being little used to 
machinery. 
The 
academy 
proposes 
the organization of training schools 
for conductors of traction and motor 
implements at once, since these m a­ 
chines must be relied upon to make 
Lip for the shortage in men and horses 
for fall seeding.

Summer Diet Necessary in 
Preven 
tion, Says Authority. 


“With the excessive heat which w’r 
are liable to have in the middle west 
persons should 
guard 
against 
sun 
stroke,” says Dr. M. P. 
Ravenel, o* 
the department of 
preventive modi 
cine at the University of Missouri at 
Columbia. 
Snustroke, according to Dr. Raven 
el, occurs in tw’o 
forms. 
The 
first 
which is known as sunstroke or tiler 
mic fever, comes 
on 
vtry suddenly 
Oftentimes 
the 
person 
drops 
ani 
death is instantaneous. In the Trios 
common type the person feels head 
ache, dizziness, a sense of oppression 
sometimes nausea and vomiting, and 
soon becomes unconscious. It is seen 
in soldiers on the march and in w’ork 
men performing heavy physical tasks 
especially in those who drink beer or 
other alcoholic drinks freely. 
The 
temperature of 
these 
patients runs 
from 107 to HO F., and occasionally 
goes as high as 112 degrees. 
Sunstroke is extremely fatal, death 
usually occurring 
within 
the 
first 
three days. Recovery 
may 
be com­ 
plete, but oftentimes there is left a 
permanent inability on the part of 
the sufferer to stand high tem pera­ 
tures. Loss of memory 
and inability 
to concentrate the mind are frequent­ 
ly seen. 
In the treatm ent of these cases the 
most important thing is to lower the 
tem perature as soon as possible, by 
means of iced baths or 
cold 
com 
presses to the head or other parts of 
the body.

FEDERAL AID ROAD BILL GIVES 
SUM OF $85,000,000 FOR BET­ 
TER HIGHWAYS. 


[A P PO R T I O N M E N T 
AMONG THE STATES 


During the Year of 1917 Five 
Mil­ 
lion Dollars Will Be Available 
for Expenditure— Roads 
in the Forests. 


W ashington, D. C., July 15.—The 


sum of $ 8 5 , O O O of federal fund > is 


m ade available for the construction 


of rural roads, by the passage of the 
federal aid road bill, which becam e a 
law on July l l , 1916. 
Of this sum 
$75,000,000 is to be expended for the 
construction of rural post roads under 
co-operative arrangem ents 
w ith 
the 
highw ay dep artm en ts of the various 
states, and $10,OOO,OOO is to be ex­ 
pended for roads and trails within or 
partly w ithin 
the 
national 
forests. 
Tho act limits the 
federal 
govern­ 
m e n t’s share in road work in co-oper­ 
ation with the states to 50 per cent 
of the estim ated cost of construction. 
Federal aid m ay be extended to tho 
construction of any rural post road, 
excluding all streets or roads in towns 
having a population of 2,500 or more 
except the portions of such streets or 
roads on which the houses are, on an 
average, m ore than 200 feet apart. 
Five million dollars is m ade avail­ 
able for expenditure during the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1917, and th ere­ 
after the appropriation is increased at 
the rate of five millions a year until 
1921, w hen the sum provided is tw en­ 
ty-five 
millions, 
m aking 
a total of 
seventy-five millions. 
In addition, an 
appropriation of one million dollars a 
year for ten years, a total of ten mil­ 
lion dollars, is m ade available for the 
development of roads and trails wholly 
or partly within the national forests. 
The class of roads to he built and 
I he m ethod of construction are to be 
m utually agreed upon by the secre­ 
tary of agriculture 
and 
the 
state 
highway departm ents. 
Apportionment of Funds Among 
States. 
T he act provides that after making 
necessary reductions for adm inister­ 
ing its provisions—not to exceed 3 per 
cent, of the appropriation for any one 
fiscal y ear—the secretary of agricul­ 
ture shall apportion the rem ainder of 
each y ear’s appropriation in the fol­ 
lowing m anner:

One-third in the ratio which tlye area 
of each state bears to the total area ot 
all the states; 
One-third iii the ratio

population of each state bears to the 
total population of all the states; 
One-third in the ratio 
which

mileage of rural delivery routes and 
sta r routes in each state bears to the 
total m ileage of rural delivery route.'

Estimates of Funds Needed for 
Projects. 
Project 
statem en ts 
setting 
forth 
Hie 
proposed 
construction

rural post road or roads in a state 
are to be subm itted by the state high 
way dep artm en t to the secretary of 
agriculture, and upon approval ny the 
secretary all necessary surveys, plans, 
specifications and estim ates m ust be" 
furnished. 
The roads projected must 
be 
of 
a 
substantial character, and 
item s covering engineering, inspection 
and unforeseen contingencies are no» 
to exceed I per cent of the total esti­ 
m ated c ost of the w ork.

approved by the secretary, the amount 
set aside for the project is to be paid 
to the proper sta te official. 
The sec­ 
retary of agriculture is given authoiity 
in his discretion to m ake partial pay­ 
m ents as the work progresses, but not 
in excess of the federal governm ent’s 
pro rata share of the labor and m a­ 
terial which have been actually put 
intel construction work, nor in excess 
of $1,000 per mile, exclusive of the 
cost of bridges of m ore than 20 feet 
clear span.

federally aided road properly, the sec 
rotary is required to refuse further ait 
until the road has been properly re­ 
paired at state expense. 
The sum 
of 
$10,000,900 
is m ade 
available in yearly appropriations of 
$1,000,000 for 
the 
co-operative con 
st ruction and m aintenance of roads 
and trails w ithin or partly w ithin the 
national forests by the United States, 
states, territories 
or 
counties 
in 
which the forests lie. 
E xpenditures 
for this purpose are noi to exceed ten 
per cent oof the vane of the tim ber 
land forage re>ources available for in­ 


come upon the national forests where 
the roads or trails are constructed. 
Beginning with the next 
fiscal year, 
a tte r an agreem ent is m ade between 
the secretary of 
agriculture 
and a 
state, territory or county for the co­ 
operative construction of such roads, 
ten per cent of 
all 
revenues from 
such forests are to be applied to re­ 
im bursing the United States govern­ 
m ent for funds 
expended 
in 
road 
work, until tho 
whole 
am ount ad ­ 
vanced shall have been returned. 
Purpose of Road Building in the 
Forests. 
T he objects sought through federal 
aid to roads in the national forests are 
thus explained by the 
secretary 
of 
agriculture in his annual report for 
1915, in which he 
recom m ends such 
legislation as well as federal aid to 
rural post roads: 
‘ The 
real 
agricultural 
problem 
within and near 
the 
forests 
is 
to 
m ake possible 
the 
successful 
occu­ 
pancy and development of the lands 
that already have been opened to en ­ 
try or actually patented. 
T he m ere 
private ownership of land does not in­ 
sure successful use of it. In Oregon 
and 
W ashington 
alone 
there 
are 
about 3,000,000 
acres 
of logged-olT 
land, much of it agricultural in ch ar­ 
acter, now lying idle. In this condi­ 
tion speculative holding of the land 
for higher prices plays a large part. 
A nother cause is the lack 
of tra n s­ 
portation facilities. 
A se ttle r m ay 
clear land and raise crops 
upon it, 
but he is helpless if he can not m ar­ 
ket them . There are great acres of 
fertile land unused today on this ac­ 
count. In many sections n e a r the n a ­ 
tional forests pioneer conditions still 
exist. The population is sm all and the 
task of road building is beyond the 
m eans of the residents. T h ere is little 
or no demand for tim ber and the re­ 
ceipts from the forests w hich go to 
the community are small. 
T he fact 
that public property is not subject to 
taxation 
m akes 
such 
com m unities 
feel, and justly, that the forests are 
not contributing enough to local de­ 
velopment. 
“This situation should be changed. 
Assistance should 
be 
given in the 
building of roads to bring into pro­ 
ductive use the resources of such re­ 
gions. Therefore, the suggestion con­ 
tained in the last annual report is re­ 
peated, that upon a showing of pub­ 
lic necessity appropriations be m ade 
For specific roads 
and 
sim ilar 
im­ 
provem ents, to he 
charged against 
the sta te ’s future share 
of receipts 
from the forests. Such action would 
promote the io<*al development of ag­ 
riculture and other resources. 
“To secure 
the 
m axim um use of 
I he lands still rem aining in federal 
ow nership further legislation is need­ 
ed. There m ust be a constructive pro­ 
gram which 
will 
prom ote develop­ 
m ent and safeguard public interes t . 
The aim should 
be 
to 
m ake these 
properties more useful, available to 
greater num bers and 
effectively in- 
d ru m en tal 
in 
building 
up 
indus­ 
tries.”

m ixture of portland

sand,

ly upon the thoroughness of mixing, 
and should bf* 
placed 
im mediately 
after mixing is done.

T he average country road requires 
many 
culvert 
stru ctu res, 
and 
fre­ 
quently the cost for m aintaining them 
take a large part of the available road 
funds, leaving but 
little 
for 
other 
work. 
It is therefore im portant that 
i he culvert be built in such a m anner 
is to reduce this m um ten a nee cost as 
much as possible. 
According to a bulletin being issued 
by the extension division of the Uni­ 
versity 
of 
M issouri 
on 
“Country 
Roads,” the construction 
of 
cheap 
perishable culverts is usually expen­ 
sive in the long run. 
O rdinary wood­ 
en culverts are no longer desirable, 
is the life of such culverts is not m ore 
than three or four years, and while in 
use they are a continual annoyance 
and expense. 
Vitrified clay pipe culverts are sa t­ 
isfactory where openings larger than 
12 to 24 inches in diam eter are not 
needed, and the cost is com paratively 
small. Such culverts, however, cannot 
safely be used w here they 
are 
di­ 
rectly exposed to the shocks of tra f­ 
fic. 
They should be protected by at 
least two feet of filling and the road­ 
way graded sm oothly that a vehicle 
may pass without shock 
over 
the 
culvert. 
C orrugated m etal culverts are more 
desirable than vitrified**clay pipes, as 
they resist shocks of traffic better, 
are v-nsier to handle and cost approxi­ 
m ately the same.

Paris, July 15.*—Paris now. 
“Paris 


has become quite French,” declared a 


lately-arrived American, 
“I 
never 


heard so much French spoken in Paris 
before.” 


In fact, as a result of the contin­ 


uance of war, Paris 
to the foreigner 
seems if it is not so In reality, for 
the first time since 1870, to be truly 
and obviously Gallic; to have put olf 
its harlequinade costume of cosmo­ 
politanism, its glittering tinsel and 
garish nightlight, and to have put on 
the more simple and sober dress of 
an earlier and less luxury-loving age. 
Paris has become, in a word, pro­ 
vincial, chiefly owing to two causes— 
the absence of the tourist and the de­ 
cline in traffic. 
The city is far less 
crowded and bustling than usual. The 
diapason of all the notes in the hum 
of a great city’s population about its 
daily occupations Is lowered to what 
is almost a m urm ur; I he hoot of the 
taxi-horn is heard less frequently, and, 
the “barkers” at the shows along the 
boulevards 
have 
ceased 
to 
bark. 
“W ant a guide, sir?” is now never, or 
hardly ever 
heard. 
The 
newsboy’* 
yell is sternly repressed bv the police. 
The tourist element of Paris is all 
but entirely wanting. 
Before 
the 
war, especially at this season, tour­ 
ists w'ere to be 
met 
with 
in 
all 
quarters of the city, a very consider­ 
able portion of them Germans; now 
the comparatively small number of 
strangers bere are chiefly those on 
business in connection with wrar con­ 
tracts, and, of course, mostly men. 
The almost total 
disappearance of 
the private 
automobile 
is 
another 
thing that can not fail to strike the 
visitor of today. Dublin w'as described 
by Lady Mary Montague as the “ear- 
drivingest city in the world.” 
Paris 
for some few' years before the w'ar, 
could with propriety be described as 
file automobile-drivingest city in Eu-. 
rope. Besides the vast variety of cars 
owned by Paris residents there was 
always a stream of more or less high- 
powered and luxurious tourist 
auto­ 
mobiles passing through on their way 
to Brittany with ts w'ell wnown sea­ 
side summer 
resorts, 
to Normandy 
and to Touraine with their historic 
castles, or still further afield, right 
through the middle of France to Biar- 
•itz and the Riviera. This traffic has 
completely ceased. 
In its stead one 
-.ees hardly anything but slate-color­ 
ed motor wagons, Red Cross automo­ 
biles or the ordinary taxicab. Taxi­ 
cabs 
are 
now 
hardly 
numerous 
enough to meet the inhabitants* ordi­ 
nary wants. This dearth of taxicabs 
is intensified by the stoppage, 
ever 
since the w'ar began, of the conven­ 
ient and 
rapid 
system 
of 
motor 
busses plying to and from all parts 
of Paris. 
They 
were requisitioned immedi­ 
ately war began and are reported to 
have done yeomen’s service in trans­ 
ferring men and stores at and just 
behind the front. 
One means of 
transport, however, 
seems to be as popular as ^vor—the 
“bateau-nouches” 
(boats-as-big-as-a 
fly) whi*h ply ;>long the Seine from 
Charenton by the Louvre, the Place 
de la Concorde, Passy and Auteuil, as 
far as Bellevue, St. Cloud aud Sure­ 
ness.. W ith the summer weather they 
are more crowded th.an in time of 
peace, nor is it surprising to find it 
so, as the voyage of some seven or 
eight miles, much of it through pret­ 
ty scenery, costs little more than 5 
cents.
